FORT QU APPELLE.

Fort Qu’Appelle, June Ist, 1885.

A number of officers and men of the 91st, 
were out to Piapct’s reserve last week to 
witness an Indian ‘Sun Dance.” The ori- 
gin of this dance is enshrouded in mystery, 
and is as heartless and cruelas it is bar- 
barous.
